Probably the m6st encouraging piece of road news 


ever conveyed to the people of Coshocton-co and the 
entire northern and eastern sections of the state is em- 
bodied in a telegram from G. F. Rudisiil, State Director 
of the Ohio Good Treads Federation, to Clarence Clem- 
ens yesterday stating that "the report of L. A. Boul&y, 
State Director of Highways and Public Works, revising 
main market system, has been approved by Gov. Dona- 
hey." 


The significance of this telegram as pertaining to 


Coshocton-co and northeastern Ohio is seen in the fact 
that the high-way in Muskingum-co, beginning at Adams 
Mills west to Trinway, thence west over the old canal 
towpath five miles to Frazeysburg and from there five 
miles further past Baughman Park to the intersection of 
the Newark-Columbus pifce three miles east of Hanover, 
is included in the Main Market System and will be hard 
surfaced at State expense and will be pushed to comple- 
tion in tha near future. 


This work will be done under the Main Market 


Highway System Act, a law passed at the last session of 
the General Assembly. This law authorizes the Highway 
Department, -with the sanction of the governor, to im- 
prove at state expense, and not to exceed five-hundred 
miles, high-ways that are of general state utility without 
the consent of county commissioners or township trustees 
thru -whose jurisdictions the roads determined upon pass. 


This, upon the completion of the hard surface strip 


between Conesville and Adams Mills will give the entire 
eastern side of Ohio a straight road from the Tuscarawas- 
co line at Mewcomerstown to Columbus over a highway^ 
practically free from hills. 
It will shorten the distance 


from" Coshocton to Columbus approximately eighteen 
miles, or a saving of between thirty-five and forty miles 
on the round trip. 
Work has already begun on the road 


from Adams Mills to Trinway. 
Six of the seven culverts 


are completed and the grade is already established and 


in width.
